The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document (D1 ) discloses: 

A nozzle arrangement adapted to be fitted to an outlet of a fluid supply and 
generate a spray of fluid dispensed from said fluid supply during use, said nozzle 
arrangement having a body which comprises: 

(1) actuator means which is adapted, upon operation, to cause fluid to flow 
from said fluid supply and through said nozzle arrangements (not 
shown but implicit); 

(2) an inlet through which fluid from said fluid supply accesses the nozzle 
arrangement during use; 

(3) an outlet through which fluid is ejected from the 
nozzle arrangement during use; and 

(4) an internal fluid flow passageway which connects said inlet to 

said outlet wherein that said fluid flow passageway includes a chamber. 

The wording "...shaped in such a way as to provide increased turbulence in the 
chamber." does not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT in that the matter for 
which protection is sought is not clearly defined. The wording attempts to define 
the subject-matter in terms of the result to be achieved, which merely amounts to 
a statement of the underlying problem, without providing the technical features 
necessary for achieving this result. 



3. CLAIMS 2-8 and 12 



Dependent claims 2-8 and 1 2 do not contain any features which, in combination 
with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the 
PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step.
